It has to be said. After putting out of three first issues of Abolishing the Borders 
., from Below” we woke up in a pretty chaotic state of our distro-network. Without comming too 
4 deeply into details, what we realized is that while all our print-run (all together around 
’ 4000 newspapers) have gone into hundred directions we dont have any cent in our black-pig- 
money-box ! And this shortly before printing next issue. We never wanted that putting out this 
magazine dominate the whole of our collective activity. Oposite, actualy we planed to cover 
costs of other kinds of our activity through selling an AbolishingBB Europe-wide. But what is 
happend now is that this project brought our collective to bankruptcy stopping this way deve- et 
lopement of other branches of our activity. This situation brought us to emergency meeting ge 
last weeks on which we decided to change immedietly our distribution-system. We have looked 
through other international anarchist magazines experiences (for example PROFANE EXISTANCE) 
and decided to learn out of it. So what is going on now is that we are trying to set up a more 
| stable, regular, clear and guaranting return of money network of distributors. Below part of 

letter we wrote after our emergency meeting and sent around Europe in last weeks:

# Chernobyl Day Protest in Moscow - 
Unprecedented violence from Kremlin poli- 
ce. Activists protesting against nuclear 
waste imports and journalists beaten by 
police near Kremiln. On April 25 young acti- 
vists from 30 Russian cities gathered in the 
center of Moscow on the Red Square to pro- 
tests against nuclear waste shipment to 
Russia and against nuclear energy develop- 
ment in general. Action was dedicated to 16 
anniversary of Chernobyl nuclear disaster. 
Activists dressed in special uniform, marked 
by “radiation danger” sign crawled across the 
Red Square up to the Kremlin gates. This sym- 
bolized bringing of the nuclear waste right to 
the Kremlin, where the chief decision-maker 
sits. Journalists from international media 
outlets came to cover the event. One “4 
must say that action on the Red 
Square was a bold venture, as itis 
one of the most guarded places , 
in Russia. The action lasted for 
approximately 10 minutes, when 4 ; 
police came and without any 
warnings or requests to leave 
the place started beating people 
up. One of the girls was slammed 
with its head against bars of the 
metal fence, Vladimir Slivyak, SEU 
Antinuclear Campaign, was thrown 
down and stampeded by police boots. 
More than 20 activists from Moscow, 
Kaliningrad, Voronezh, Viadimir, 
Yekaterinburg, Ryazan, Orel, Ozersk (city 
where Mayak nuclear waste processing plant 
is situated) got arrested. Not only activists 
suffered from unprecedented police violence.

Feminists”. This year various autonomous groups from different cities emerged. Anarchist Collective trom \stanbul dissolved itself after 
succeeding in a few actions and publishing some materials. Some groups dared to declare themselves as “anarchist autonomous groups* 
(Upak and Samsun) and some as local anarchists initiatives (in Antalya, Mersin etc.). This year on Mayday, Antalya met with anarchists car-# 
tying black fags. In other cities anarchists act either as “friend” groups or smaller initiatives. ‘ 
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“ANARCHIST” PLATFORM AND ISOLATION POLICY. On 10 of February, a group of 5-6 people attacked a well-known anarchist and conscientious 
objector grotesquely during a meeting about non-violent methods of struggle in Istanbul. The attack against him was probably because of his critics 
about the attackers but as it would be expected the attackers claimed him in other “personal” means. The incident was immediately condemned by 
most of the anarchist, anti-militarist and libertarian groupsall around the country including MecmuA, IAMI, ISKD, Kaos GL, and Ankara Anarchists etc. 
The related group Anarchist Platform including AGF (Anarchist Youth Federation), SED (Social Ecological Transformation) and their periodical 
Efendisizler (Masterless) did not make any statement about the subject, instead they preferred to claim the "other groups and individuals for their iso- 
lation policy. As it was not the first not the last violent incident against anarchists organized by this group, “isolation* policy seems to continue until they 
have gave up their treatments and violent acts against anarchists.

ANTI-MILITARISM Anti-militarist activities were! mostly located in three big cities Istanbul, Ankara and Izmir. For the day of 
Conscientious Objection on 15th May various activities were organized; mainly in Ankara and also two other cities, In Ankara, three 
day long anti-militarist festival included a seminar, an inner discussion, film exhibitions, and a concert (although it did not last long 
because of the rain). This was organized by mostly anarchists from Ankara and few anti-militarists. On 27th of October, two people 
from Ankara declared their conscientious objection against the military service. For some people their declarations were more than 
conscientious, “total” objection as they rejected any possible corporation with the state and the army. One of the objectors was a gay 
from Kaos GL group. For the first time as a gay "objector" he and his group stated the oppression of the state and army on gays. On 
the same day Ankara Anarchists organized an illegal demo against the ongoing war and in order to support the objectors. Similar 
demonstrations and actions were organized by anarchists in various cities and universities in Istanbul, Ankara and |zmir mostly 
against the war in Afghanistan. On 27-30 September in Izmir-Sygacik, with the initiative of ISKD group an international meeting on 
anti-militarism, feminism and libertarian activities was organized. About 80 people attended; 30 of whom came from abroad. The 
issues were based on anti-militarism, pacifist methods of struggle, feminism, ecologism and anarchism. Although some disagree-& 
ments among anarchists and some anti-militarists appeared, it must be regarded as a successful meeting. 
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PRISONS AND ANARCHISTS. On 1st of December, two anarchists were taken | by the police in Upak (a city in Mid-West Anatolia) with the claim of 
distributing "illegal" leaflets in a meeting organized by trade-unions. Later on, 3 other were taken, and all (5) of them were arrested with the claim of 
“being members of an illegal organization* namely Upak Anarchist Autonom. In fact they had nothing to do except distributing their own materials/iea- 
flets. But for this terrorist state, it may be enough to judge them with the claim of organizing in such a way “to destroy or to divide" it, although they did 
not even find any (in their own “words") “violent® or "terrorist" clues related with the group. Their trail will be held in Izmir DGM (SSC-State Security Court) 
and probably they'll be sent to Nazilli Prison. At the moment they are in Upak Prison; each of them was put into different cells, which Is not "usual". As 
it was heard they were badly beaten and tortured by Upak police and refused the lawyer offered by the state. This is the first time that Turkish anarchists 
will be judged by Turkish State as an “illegal organization" and this trail will show the attitud! e of the state against anarchists and anarchist organiza- 
tions. The last months of 2000 and the most of 2001 passed with the hunger strikes’ of revolutionary leftist prisoners against F type prisons and the ter- 
ror of Turkish state against them. Some anarchist groups and individuals supported the riots of political prisoners without being a tool for the leftist groups’ 
policies. Yet, among the prisoners there are only five people who were arrested because of anarchist activities; most of the others naming themselves

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*anarchists* are former members of leftist organizations. Among these people there are some who are suffering from not only the oppression 

of the state and prison authorities but also the oppression of the leftists. This may even sometimes end up with death just like it happened 
three years ago in Bursa jail in suspicious murder of an anti-authoritarian/anti-militarist prisoner Mehmet Cakar by his former group TIKKO 
(Turkish Liberation Army of Peasants and Workers). “Anarchist* prisoners in jail did not “fully* support the hunger strikes as it was initiated by 
leftists -mostly led by DHKP-C (Revolutionary People's Liberation Army-Front)- but’some of them partially went a few days symbolic hunger 
strike, Only one among all “anarchists” in jail, Dervip Orhan personally -although his formerorganization PKK (Kurdistan Labor Party) did not 
support hunger strikes- went on a hunger strike for over 150 days including a few weeks of break. His “requests" were mostly personal; against 

the prison administration that had taken his personal notes, books, clothes and furniture. But this was not a hunger strike just for "requests",

NATO - summit in PRAGUE ... 


... masks on demonstrations 
in Czechia prohibited ! 


Yesterday, on May 25, second chamber of 
Czech parliament passed a bill which de facto prohibits 
wearing masks on demonstrations. The new bill says 
that demonstrators have to unmask themselves in the 
moment when police is attacking the demo. 

This bill was created mainly because of 
upcoming summit of NATO in Prague* (November 
2002). MPs and Ministry of Interior argued this new 
bill is a necessary weapon against left-wing violent 
vandals who are coming to do riots there. Corporate 
journalists repeated this statement and were constantly 
talking about demonstrations during IMF/WB meeting 
in Prague in 2002. According to newspaper reports 
Prague was nearly destroyed that time... 

Except anarchists nobody is talking about dra- 
stical reduction of freedom of assembly. However, 
Ministry of Interior preventively defend itself by say- 
ing that the masks are not prohibited in case the demo 
is peaceful (for example fancy march in words of the 
ministry). But it is obviously a lie. When police attak- 
ks the demo and say demonstrators wear the mask 
during it, who will asks why they attacked the demo? 

The bill assess a really big fine of 10.000 CZK 
(around 330 EURO) and will be valid since July.

report about the 
situation in Polish prisons 


As a result of a new, much more severe penal code, prisons 
and detention places are getting more and more overcrowded. 
Sentences are becoming more severe, it's getting harder to obtain paro- 
le passes and pardons. There are less suspended sentences. The use of 
temporary arrests has become so widespread, that currently Poland has 
the highest number of people imprisoned without sentence in Europe 
There are 80.000 incarcerated in Polish prisons, whose capacity can 
cope with only 63.000. A number of them have 50% more prisoners 
than they should have. The Administration isn't able to provide priso- 
ners with 3 square meters to which they are legally entitled. (It is sig- 
nificant that this norm is much lower that in EU countries. For exam- 
ple in Turkey, which is well-known for human rights violations where 
the norm is 8 square meters). Recreation rooms and infirmaries are 
made into cells. High overcrowding has a significant impact on health, 
sanitary and living conditions as well as the atmosphere among priso- 
ners. Crowding people in small spaces results in increasing stress and 
aggression and contributes to more frequent law-breaking. The num- 
bers of harrassments, beatings, robberies, suicide attempts, self-inju- 
ries and rapes are increasing. Overcrowding also has the effect of new 
prisoners being sent to prisons as far as 300-400 km from their homes. 
This makes relatives visiting more difficult or even impossible for 
many. High increase in prison population isn't accompanied by the 
increase in numbers of prison-staff. It results in a negative imypact on 
their duties. In practice it means lowering the amount of direct contact 
between staff and prisoners thus making the latter being left alone.

Dawid, Janusz, Wladek and 
Jakub on 27 December 2000 were 
detained and arrested for three 
months after having a fight with 
neo-nazis. They were charged with 
beating of one of the nazis. While 
being under arrest one of them was 
severely beaten by other prisoners. 
In the meantime Jakub was released 
in order to’ take his matriculation 
exam. On 20 December 2001 the 
District Court in Warszawa senten- 
ced Dawid. Janusz and Wladek for 
three years and six months of impri- 
sonment as they were found 

of robbery with use of a dangerous 
object, It appears a scandalous sen- 
tence, as their guilt wasn't proved - 
a person who allegedly used a knife 
to threaten the nazis wasn’t among 
the accused. It is also a ridiculous 
punishment in view of little harm 
that was done. None of the nazis 
was seriously injured and an alleged 
sum of money lost by one of the 

skinheads equaled 10 zloty (3 euro). 

Moreover. it is clear that the judge 

was biased and sentenced Dawid. 

Janusz and Wladek for their beliefs 

and ideology. During the process 

the judge openly showed contempt 

for anarchists, denied punks partici- 

pation in the process as an audience 

and made comments on appearince 

of the accused. AL the same time the 

judge refused to take into considera- 

tion young age of the accused, the 

fact that they hadn't been punished 

before or the conditions of the alle- 

ged robbery - a conflict between 

anarchists and nazis, The convicted

Anti-War protestors 
arrested in Poznan 


On 15 November in Poznan the 
police arrested 12 participators of a 
peaceful anti-war demonstration in 
front of the consulate of the United 
States. The demonstmiors were not 
allowed even to begin their protest, 
They were charged With participa- 
tion in an illegal gathering and not 
heeding commands of the police. 


Activists arrested on 
anti-war demo 
in Krakow 


Eight pcople were arrested during 
an anti-war demonstration in 
Krakow. They were charged with 
obstructing police work. They are 
all under surveillance, ic. they have 
to report at the police station twice a 
week. During the arrest one demon- 

ived an injury and 
was denied medical care. Two peo- 
ple were fined 700 21 for participa- 
tion in incidents in Krynki during 
‘no borders’ camp in July 2001. A 
legal proceeding against an ABC 
member. who was accused of dama- 
ging a police car during a demon- 
stration in May 2000 in Krakow, 
was disvontinued. The public prose- 
cultor decided that the demonstrator. 
who jumped at the roof of a police 
car to distract the police from bea- 
ling people, did not damage any- 
thing and therefore did not commit a 
forbidden act.

“Tomek Wilkoszewski 


Tomek Wilkoszewski was jailed in 
March 1996. He's been deprived of 
his freedom for more than five 
years. According to the verdict of 
the local court he must spend ten 
more years in prison, What did he 
do to deserve such a sentence? 
Tomek comes from a little village 
near Radomsko (a typical small 
town 
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cal highschool. He wanted to conti- 
nue his studies afterwards. He was 
working to 

pay for his studies. He had never 
been convicted before and had 
never been in contact with 

the Police before that fateful day of 
March 1996. But he ran out of luck: 
First. there was a nazi-skinhead 
group in Radomsko who was trying 
to rule the town. The assaults and 
the bullying were daily occurences 
that were overlooked by the Police 
and the local authorities. Most of 
the time “strangers” would be 
attacked, i.e. newcomers: like 
Tomek who was driving to 
Radomsko cach day. Someone who 
had been beaten by a band of these 
hazis went to the police and he was 
told: “If 

you weren't looking for fights. you 
wouldn't have been beaten. You 
should stay quiet." Tomek had been 
a victim of the attacks several times. 
Once, someone tried to pick out one 
of his eyes. What happend next was 
nothing 

more than the logical consequences 
of this Situation: With no help to be 
found, the terrified youngsters tried 
to defend themselves. The death of 
a young man was no hore than a 
part of this tragedy (after one of 
those 

fights. a nazi-skinhead’ died from 
loss of blood while waiting for an 
ambulance). Second, Tomek was 
accused of the murder. As he had 
often been assaulted, he hada moti- 
ve and, according to a few witnes- 
ses, he had a knife. This so-called 
crime instrument. which was used 
as evidence by the prosecution. has 
been subject to no examination or 
investigation that could unequivo- 
cally confirm the accusation, 
During the judical procedure there 
were a number of similar uncertain- 
ties. but that wasn't taken into 
account by the Judge who at that 
time bowed to the pressure of public 
opinion which was asking for the 


most severe penalties. Third, the ” 


prosecution and the Judge wanted to 
demonstrate something. The fifteen 
year verdict and the le: entences 
given to the eight other defendants 
were outstandingly severe. The wit- 
nesses of this judicial process were 
outraged by the justification of the 
verdict which "should have an edu- 
cational function for the convicted 
as well as for the entire under- 
world!” No extenuating circumstan- 
ce was recognized and Tomek recei- 
ved one of the highest penalties in 
Poland, But on the other hand, nazi- 
skinheads, or other criminals would 
getaway with eight years verdict for 
murder with premeditation and were 
out of jail after four years, This is 
what this justice is about; high 
penalties for the nonconformists 
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and the poor who 

lawyer and mild penalties for the 
Mafia and the thugs. 

But Tonk had also a bit of tuck. 
Anarchists Black Cross and other 
anti fascist groups got interested in 
his case. Polish TV transmitted a 
movie called "Riot", and the biggest 
Polish newspaper published a long 
article. about the case, While being 
interviewed for a newspaper as well 
as in front of the cameras, the nazis 
would tell openly about their actions 
of cleaning the town of all kinds of 
strangers. These two documentaries 
Were quite highly publicised across 
Poland, but were ignored by the 
court. In the prison he managed to 
finish his secondary school he got a 
job and the prison authorities havea 
good opinion of him. After’ four 
years Tomek’s supporters managed 
to have the appeal trial (Kasacyjna) 
held. It happened on 27 Sep!

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Squatting activities: VIL4 MARA SQUAT: - That is an occupied small private house in Ljubljiana which has in the last two years provided space for 
local anarchists, for their activities, workshops and infopoints. Many actions have been planned and prepared there. It also provides accomodation for 
visitors who come to Ljubljana, cither in time of some actions or events or just when they come to meet new people and other scene movements. In the 
last few months Vila Mara is going through the biggest crisis ever. It has a new owner now and he has not any interest for squatters and anarchist activi- 
tics. The electricity and water was turned off and also the owner gave court order to police to have all authorities which they need. Now police can do 
whatever they please, which was not quite possible before. Latest police favorite activity is breaking in in the middle of the night without an order, The 
owner wants the house to be emptied, but now he is waiting to get all legal competence of ownership, Then the house will probably be evicted. The acti- 
vists are sull living there and maintaining the house despite the difficult circumstances. Date of eviction isn't known yet, but the squatters are planning 
defense actions with the help of entire movement. We will see what the future brings.

During 
the demo and arrest, she was attacked and beaten by the Spanish police. She had a broken arm, injured head and many bruises all over her 

' body. That is why she spend the night in the hospital, where two policemen were controling her all the time and the next day they took her to 
the prison, where she was kept for three days. She was released on bail, untill a trial. She was accused of »atack, resistance and disobediancex. 
Because she needed a financial resources for court trial, Ansfalistiona Akaja Ljubjana (AFA L])and other anarchist groups from former 
Yugoslavia started a solidarity campaign. 29th of March a benefit gigs took place in Avtonomna cona Molotov and in Teater Gromki in auto- 
nomous cultur centre Metelkova. Moncey was raised also in other Slovenian and Croatian cities. In the end the international movement mana- 

; ged to get enough monay for trial expenses. 8th of April a manifestation of solidarity and protest was organised. For solidarity with poli- 

, tical defendants of Barcelona and to protest against the raising criminalisation of antiglobalism. Action started at 2 p.m. on the Kongresni trg 
in Ljubljana with the Food not bombs project. Some 50 people gathered with leaflets, posters and banners, which were gaving informations 

| on circumastances of imprisoned and were calling for resistance to such politics. After two hours we headed toward Spanish embassy where 

' we read some statements and distributed leaflets. March ended in Presernov trg where we repeated the action. Well prepared policemen were 
with us all along and they were filming us with cameras. When it all ended they even followed a group of activists that were heading home.

The struggle against the KURDTT rocket engine- 
and fuel reprocessing plant Votkinsk ( Udmurtia - Russia ) 


KURDTT 
Votkinsk, birthplace of famous 19th century compo- 
ser Pyotr Chaikoysky, is a city of 100,000 inhabi- 
tants in Udmurtia, an autonomous republic of the 
Russian Federation near the Ural mountains, The 
city was once built for the purposes of the huge 
soviet military-industrial complex, and now it is a 
planned site of KURDTT (Complex for 
Destruction of Heavy Fuel Rocket Engines), a 
plant for reprocessing fuel and engines of SS-24, 
SS-24M, SS-25, SS-N-20 ballistic missiles, which 
are to be discarded. 70% of Russian ballistic missi- 
les are of these types. Better if not used, but no good 
anyway. Each of these missiles is a small-scale 
environmental disaster. Even if they are not laun- 
ched, the project to bring 916 of them - altogether 
17,500 tons of rocket fuel v to be disembowelled 
only nine kilometres from the city has met with fier- 
ce resistance from local inhabitants. An active and 
unique social protest movement has sprung up in 
what is generally a disillusioned post-Soviet socie- 
ty. The project was initially to be sited in the 
Nevada desert, but this plan was cancelled because 
of fears it would hurt the area’s endangered tortoi- 
ses. After being moved to a site about 250 kilome- 
tres from the nearest settlement, (which was a small 
Indian village,) in 1996 the US congress had an 
even better idea: move the entire project to Russia, 
make it ten times bigger, and pump US$52.4 million 
into it. Lockheed Martin, one of the biggest milita- 
ry-industrial corporations in the world, was the pro- 
ject’s original American partner. When they with- 
drew from the project in May 2001, the contract was 
given to the lesser known American corporation 
Energotech, who will continue using the special 
technology Lockheed Martin have been developing 
at California's China Lake complex since 1988. 
Protesters didn't find out about the change of con- 
tractors until last August. Local (Russian) journa- 
lists, who travelled to America while Lockheed 
Martin were still involved, discovered the project 
budget had already swollen to US$150 billion - but 
it wasn't clear who exactly was going to foot the bill 
for the extra costs. Consensus decision making as 
the ruling class understands it The first attempt to 
build the plant in Russia's Perm area of Western 
Siberia was cancelled due to local resistance. 
Votkinsk was the next contender - carefully chosen 
because the city is completely dependent on the 
military-industrial complex, because the 
Government of the Udmurtian republic is authorita- 
rian and corrupt, and because Votkinsk is located in 
the border with Perm area y which planners thought 
could take a big part of the pollution without risking 
influencing the project decision. Currently most 
modem Russian ballistic Topol-missiles are built in 
Votkinsk. In 1999 the project was put to a referen- 
dum in Votkinsk and 99.4% of the vote rejected the 
idea. Even then the result was skewed because little 
more than half the community actually voted, since 
the VMZ-factory sacked anyone who voted. This 
was what's called a tbinding local referendum -a 
speciality of the Russian constitution v binding in 
theory, but in practice something local governments 
always find loopholes to nullify. In this case the 
highest court of the Udmurtian republic decided the 
plant referendum wasn't valid, because it should 
have been held in the surrounding municipality 
where the plant was to be located rather than in the 
city of Votkinsk itself. In the neighbouring city of 
Chaikovsky which is located in Perm area, local 
ccological organisation questioned 12 000 inhabi- 


tants in a Gallup which required giving ones full 
name, address and passport details - only 5 persons, 
that means 0.042% supported the project. Never 
trust a NGO Nullifying the referendum did not turn 
off the local movement. Ongoing petitions, mass 
meetings of up to 3000 participators, and taking up 
unsuccessful court cases against the Republic's 
administration kept protesters busy. Even a group of 
YMZ company engineers mobilised to protest 
against the rocket engine reprocessing plant, openly 
defying company threats, Some local specialists on 
ballistic missiles who had originally backed the pro- 
ject tumed against it after learning more about it. 
They argued the project wasn't worth it as it would 
give little employment to locals, be governed from 
abroad, and be based on experimental technology. 
During 3 years of planned functioning of the facto- 
ry, it is expected to produce 13 tons of cyanic 
natrium NaCN, not less poisonous than cyanic 
hydrogen which when mixed with water produces 
cyano-hydrogen acid, used as a chemical weapon. 
And they're talking about dumping this stuff in the 
area surrounding the factory, without providing any 
special facilities to protect the environment. The 
Ecological Impact Assessments that gave the pro- 
ject the green light was from the Green Cross, a cor- 
rupt business NGO founded by Mikhail Gorbachev 
which mostly runs by selling certificates to various 
business for money. It should be called a Green 
Wash. The local city administration has been 
against the project since the beginning, defying the 
authoritarian regime of Volkov (president of 
Udmurtian republic) who has by now managed to 
replace the leadership of all Udmurtian cities with 
his men. The last city to fall was Votkinsk, where A. 
V. Kuznetsov - not even a city inhabitant himself - 
managed to replace defiant mayor V.L. Friedrich in 
elections on the 14th of March 2002. Former mayor 
Friedrich suffered a mainstream media-blackout 
during a very dirty election campaign, which inclu- 
ded an obviously false statement from Udmurtian 
government that the plant would be cancelled. The 
incoming mayor Kuznetsov's true position with 
regards to the project was not revealed to inhabi- 
tants of Votkinsk. 

P ign in £200 
The local movement asked the social ecologist 
Rainbow Keepers movement to organise a protest 
camp against the plant over last summer. Rainbow 
Keepers have organised similar summer campaigns 
since 1990 all over the European side of Russia, 
Belarus, and Ukraine. The Votkinsk camp, co-orga- 
nised with the International Socio-Ecological 
Union, the Union for Chemical Safety, and local 
ecological activists, ran almost six weeks from 18th 
of July until 30th of August. More than a hundred 
people from the Russian cities of Volzhk, Kasimov, 
Moscow, Nizhny Novgorod, Kazan, 
Yekaterinburg, Kamensk-Uralsk, Volgograd, 
Saint-Petersburg, Samara, Ryazan and Tampere 
and Helsinki in Finland, came to take part. One of 
the camp's Finnish activists got a five year deporta- 
tion from Russia for his troubles. Protesters orga- 
nised daily info-stalls and civil-disobedience 
actions, and a public meeting on the 26th of July 
drew a crowd of 3,000 people. The camp was first 
attacked on the 29th of July when a group of five 
men threatened campers after midnight. At six 
o'clock that morning one of the tents was set on fire, 
but fortunately no-one was injured. On the 3rd of 
August 300 inhabitants took part in a peaceful pro- 
test outside the offices of Lockheed Martin in the 


city in a legal meeting, but police violently disper- 
sed the crowd and arrested several participants. A 
solidarity picket for the imprisoned lasted five 
hours. A closed court session against the meeting's 
participants was organised for the 7th of August, 
with locals and a bus-load of people from 
Chaikovsky turning up to show their solidarity out- 
side. 25 Rainbow Keepers masked themselves up 
for the day, since the police had used video evi- 
dence to single people out after previous protests. 
Police decided to keep two of the arrested in jail 
until the next court session, although the court itself 
did not take any decision about the continuation of 
the arrests. This angered picketers, who then blok- 
ked the police van transferring the arrested pair 
back to prison, chanting “Free the prisoners!” It 
took police a, few hours to break up the blockade 
after extra numbers had been called. Protesters went 
on chasing the van, and 40-50 were involved in 
more skirmishes with the police. Several were arre- 
sted and got fines and jail sentences of up to 15 
days. Thel3th of August saw several roads in 
Votkinsk blockaded as a protest action. The day 
after a court declared July 26th's mass meeting ille- 
gal, even though it had been called by the city major 
himself! On August 30th thirty people, supposedly 
from fascist groups, organised a violent attack on 
the protest camp. Masked attackers surrounded the 
camp from three directions, and started fights with 
iron bars, knives and baseball bats. After half an 
hour of fighting five Rainbow Keepers were left 
with head wounds and other injuries, but no-one 
was hospitalised. On the 21st of August another 
mass meeting was organised, this time drawing a 
crowd of 1000 people. During the week of the 21st 
to 28th of August Rainbow Keepers blockaded the 
main entrance of the Votkinsk administration, with 
supportive locals protecting the activists and giving 
them food. Federal Inspector S.V. Chikurov, who 
had steadfastly refused to meet protesters for two 
weeks, then demanded that the city mayor “put an 
end to the organisation of mass disruptions in 
Votkinsk”. 20 000 copies of an anti-plant tabloid 
paper were distributed over the course of the sum- 
mer campaign. The Future The Camp ended on the 
30th of August, but the all-Russian campaign has 
stayed active over winter. In Moscow on the 3rd of 
November a theatre action was organised outside 
the Udmurtian HQ in Moscow, Three bourgeois 
officials from America, Russia, and Udmurtia, were 
acted out as pompously opening up the new factory, 
when thick smoke billowed from the factory, filling 
the street and leading to the painful deaths of seve- 
ral local inhabitants. On the 12th of March a car- 
toon cruiser called the “Aurora” bombed the 
Moscow bases of Energotech, the Ministry of 
Atomic Energy, and Duma, with firecrackers. The 
running street revolution that kicked off then lasted 
5 hours, as protesters evaded arrest by dodging from 
One administrative area to the next. More protests 
will be organised in Votkinsk this summer 
Officials haven't reversed the decision to build the 
plant yet, as the scheme was necessary to get their 
man elected city mayor. So far, building works on 
the factory's planned site are continuing. WORDS

Ten years ago Poland 
had really cheap and productive agriculture. The prices of 
the food were by a light years cheaper than in the EU. When 
the ex-EEU decided to expand its lebensraum there was one 
problem. Low prices of food would endanger franch,spa- 
nish and italian agro-industry. So in the moment that polish 
governament started to pray to the Brussels that they occu- 
py Poland the prices of food started to grow. In this ten 
years long process the prices had grown up almost to the 
level of EU prices. Of course the salaries stayed the same. 
When the EU decided to occupy some more territories the 
important thing was to protect it's markets by destroying 
markets of east european countries. They don't care that the 
people in poland can not live a normal life. But they do care 
how to make easier to deport polish "illegal immigrants". 
Polish? Slovakian? Kurd? Croat? Out! Deportations, dissape- 
ating of people , racism , black work unedr every nomal sala- 
ty , organized exploatation! That's the European Union!! 
Unfortunately there is almost no resistance agains this. We 
were thinking about this problems and we asked ourselves :
